Views on Guaranty Bonds,

Followlng are the vlewa of some of the
members, whio were Interviewed yesterday:

Senator Currie of Custer—I1  helleve It
would be o good thing to pass a law to
furnish the treasurer a guaranty bond, and
the state pay the premium. That places
the treasurer under no obligation to Indi-
viduals and a guaranty comwpany will watch
@ treasurer much more closely than indi-
vidual sureties would, .

Repfescatative Basterling of  Duffalo—It
the treasurer la required to give bond at
all 1 would favor a guaranty bond with
the premium pald by the state. The state
treasurer cannot be expecied to pay such
a large sum of his salary unless Jt is in-
credsed in amount, 1 wouldn’t accept the
responsibility of the ofMee of stale treas-
urer at the predent galary, 1 would he
in favor of doing away with bonds alto-
gether, however, and enacting strict penal
laws for emheagloment of public funds,

Hepresentative Carlon of Holt—1 haven't
glven the mattér any thought and would
want o hear it discussed before declding.
My first lmpression, however, Is that the
state might at least pay port of the prem-
fum.

Representative Wheeler of Furnas—1 In-
troduced a bill two years ago maklng it
posgible for the state treasurer to give a
guarinty company bond, and also that the
state should pay the premium. 1 think the
latter provision woas what killed the bill.
« would agaln favor a bill making guaranty
coupany bonds legal for public oMeers, but
would omit the proylsldn for the payment
of the premium by the state or county,
Each leglslature could make an appropria-
tion of the amount pnid by the state treas-
urer for premivm, It It so desired,

Representative Grosvepor of Hamlilion—1
am opposed to bonds at all, I eppose them
because In the first place a personal bond
j8 worthless M o loss occurs and recovery
Is attempted.  The history of the attempts
to recover on such bonds proves that, Seo-
ondly, If the state pava the premium It is
elmply paying for s own Insuranee, and it
might as well be lis own insurer without
bonds., Besldes In a few years an
mous amount of inoney would have been ex-
pended in paying e expensive premiums of
guaranty dompany bonds, Why not obviate
all this B¥ abolishing bonda altogether and
enncting the strictest kind of penalties for
defaleationg wud crookedness in oMelal posi-
tions *

Adopts Rutex nnd Speaker Annonnces
the tommiticen,

LINCOLN, Jan. #.—{Special.)—The firs?
the presentation of the report of the com-
miittes an  rules Two reporta WwWere pire-
gented, Wheeler of Furnag and Weaver of
Richardson Jolning In a report differing in
some Important particulara from that signed
by the republican members, The points In
the majority report objected to by the
fusion mefabers  werd  those  requirs
Ing five members o demand a roll
eall or oall of the house; the provision that
n majority of thosy present could suspend
procecdings under call of the house; the
provision allowing the committee on rules
| to report new fules durlng the wsesslon;
gnd the ereatlon of a new committes on
deflclotiey claims: The minority report pro-
vided that two members could demand a
roll eall or call of the house, and that |t
woull take a4 majority of all members
elected to ralss a call. It aleo objected to
the presentation of new rules during the
segalon, and in the llat of standing com-
mittees Lhe new committee on deficiencies
waus left out.

Wheeler of Furnas spoke at some length
on the minority report, explaining the dif-
foretice In the two repotta. Grosvenar of
Hamilton also spoke on the questlon. lle
gnid the republican members dld not scem
to know what they wanted, and were not
willing to adopt rules to govern the house
during the sesslon. He thought it was un-
falr to allow a majority of those present to
suspend proceedings under a4 call of the
houre, when It required a majority of all
members elected to pass any bill, He also
objocted to the new deflclency committee.

Two Cannot Blogk Businesns,

Pollard of Cass spoke for the majority
report.  He sald 1t was the purpose of the
cuniuittee to so fix the rules that two mem-
bers could pot block business, as had been
the cnge in some former pesslons, He also
explalned that the committes on rules was
in reality a siftilng committee, and could
at any tlme during the sesslon expediate
busiuess or advance bllls on the files.

Easterling of Buffalo (fuelon) spoke for
the minority. He said he was in favor of
doing business expeditiously and if he had
his way the house would be In session eight
hours a day and Blx days In
the week. The new deflclency committes,
he belleved, would retatd business. There
wWis no use for such a committes, He had
been informed officially that the legitimate
deflciency claima on file In the auditor's of-
fice only amouted to $15.000. It would be
small business for a speclal committee,

Haller of Washington opposed the adop-
tlon of rules at this time that would form a
sifting commitiee, because such a committes
nlways abused its privilege by pushiog for-
ward bills In which the members of the
committes were specially Intérested. He he-
lleved the members could aflord to be falr,
without regard to politics. As for him-
self, he was here In the house to represent
hig constituents and the state of Nebraska.
It would be a mistake to adopt such o
rule or to appoint the special commitiee
on deflolency claims,

Burna of Lancaster sald it was right that
tho majority should rule, and Weaver of
Richardson, speaking later for the minority
report, sald ho also was In favor of ma-
Jority rule, but he believed that the rules
should also be changed by a majority vote,

Adlopt Almnatead's Subsiitute,

Douglas offered a substitute providing for
the adoption of the majority reporr.'ucopt
rule 64, relating to further reports of the

MINE WORKERS' CONVENTION

Largest and Most Representntive One
Ever Held=Dalloting for
Officers.

PITTSBUR®G, Jan. 9—The delegates to
the tenth annual conventlon of the United
Mine Workers of America were slow in ar-
riving at Old City hall today, and It was
nearly 11 o'clock before Nntional Presi-
dent Ratchford rapped for order and de-
liver his annual address. About 500 dele-
gates, from thirteen states, were then In
thelr reats, and about 100 more were ox-
pected. It was the largest and most repre-
sentative gathering of miners ever held, and
|the convenlion, which wiill continude
throughout the week, promises to be the
most important In the history of the mine
workers' organizatlon.
